I submit herewith a report of the audit of the ac- 
counts of the Town of Loudon made by this department, 
covering the fiscal year ended January, 31, 1936, and the 
period from February 1st to July 27th, 1936.

Town Finances 

A study of Statement Number 1 shows that on 
January 31, 1927, the town had a surplus of $1,862.57, 
while on January 31, 1936, there was a net debt of 
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$7,502.49. During the same period the valuation of 
taxable property decreased by more than $100,000, the 
amount of taxes assessed decreased slightly and the tax 
rate increased from $3.60 per hundred in 1926 to $4.00 
per hundred in 1935. It is noted that the town tax rate 
during the whole ten years has consistently been well 
above the average state tax rate. A large increase in 
the amount of uncollected taxes is also noted, from 
$1,870.74 on January 31, 1927, to $9,130.92 on Jan- 
uary 31, 1936. 


The Comparative Statements of Appropriations and 
Expenditures for the years 1933, 1984 and 1935, indicate 
that during this three-year period there was a total 
overdraft of appropriations amounting to $12,713.37. 
Unexpended appropriation balances for the same period 
amounted to $4,800.76, making a net appropriation 
overdraft of $7,912.61. Expenditures on account of re- 
lief and winter highways were largely responsible for 
this condition. 


Selectmen 


The vouchers and orders drawn by the Selectmen 
during the year 1935, and the period from February 1st 
to July 27, 1936, were examined, together with the 
accompanying invoices and payrolls. The vouchers were 
checked with the corresponding entries in the Select- 
men’s Receipts and Payments Book to see if'the correct 
amounts had been entered and the proper classifications 
made. 


Town Treasurer 


The accounts of the Town Treasurer for the same 
period were examined. The Treasurer’s balance as of 
July 27, 1936, was $4,568.68. The balance in the First 
National Bank of Concord reconciled with this amount. 

It is recommended that the Treasurer countersign 
and record all Selectmen’s orders in his Cash Book be- 
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fore such orders are sent out. It is only by following 
this practice that the actual cash balance of the town 
may be determined at any time. 

It is further recommended that the Treasurer fur- 
nish the Selectmen a monthly report of receipts on the 
prescribed form. 


Tax Collector 
The accounts of Tax Collector Arthur K. Marston 
for the tax levies of 1934, 1935 and 1936 were audited. 
The uncollected taxes as of August 8th were as 
follows:

Since the date of audit the property on which the 
1935 taxes were delinquent has been advertised. In 
certain cases, however, where a part of the tax was 
paid prior to the date of advertising and in some in- 
stances where the whole tax remained unpaid, the Col- 
lector did not advertise the property. The total amount 
of such taxes which were not advertised was $1,541.14. 

The practice of not advertising all property on which 
taxes are delinquent, before the tax lien expires, is 
contrary to the best interests of the town and the tax 
collector, as well as being unfair to the taxpayers whose 
property is advertised. 

Furthermore, the Collector and his bondsmen become 
liable for the balance of such taxes that he may be 
unable to collect. 

It is recommended that a complete record of tax 
sales and redemptions be kept on the uniform sheets 
prescribed for this purpose. | 


Town Clerk 
The accounts of the Town Clerk for the fiscal year 
ended January 31, 1936, and the period from February 
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1, 1936 to August 14, 1936, were examined. The 
amount of motor vehicle permits and dog licenses issued 
was checked, as were also the remittances made by the 
Clerk to the Treasurer on these accounts. 


General 

No shortages were found in the accounts of any 
town officer, and, except as noted herein, the accounts 
were found to have been kept in accordance with the 
uniform system prescribed by the State Tax Com- 
mission. | 

It is requested that this report be included in the 
next annual printed report of the town.

Gentlemen: 


As a record of public expenditures, and furthermore 
so that you may include a statement in the town’s 
annual report, we are submitting the customary ac- 
counting of White Pine Blister Rust Control activities 
conducted in your town during 1936. 

Funds expended in this project became available 
through (1) Town appropriations, (2) State Aid, and 
(3) Allotments of W. P. A. funds from the federal 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine. Through 
these combined funds much needed employment was 
given over a considerable period of the spring and 
summer months. 

Town and state funds were expended in the employ- 
ment of men recommended by town authorities and 
these men were paid the rate established by the town. 

In the federal expenditure, hours of work and rates 
of pay were fixed by the Government and employment 
was restricted to men certified by public relief agencies. 
Such labor was obtained through the U. S. Reemploy- 
ment Service, and eligible local men given preference 
when available. 

White Pine Blister Rust Control has proved of great 
value in meeting the unemployment situation. A defi- 
nite program of work had already been formulated 
and a supervisory force familiar with conditions and the 
state was available and thus men were quickly put to 
work. More than 96 per cent of the allotted funds 
have gone directly to the payment of wages, only a 
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small expenditure being made for tools and other mater- 
ials. The federal allotment made it possible for the 
State Forestry Department to give additional aid to 
towns which have made funds available for blister 
rust control. 

During the past few months stumpage prices of white 
pine have advanced materially, and with further im- 
provement of business generally, should continue to 
increase. 

There is attached herewith a financial statement indi- 
cating town, state, and federal expenditures made in 
your town in this project during 1936.
